PWI  Regulation  No.  2  Concerning  Radio  Programs 


Copies  of  OWI  Regulation  No.  2  are  attached  for  your  information  and  for 
immediate  distribution  to  your  field  information  people.  Additional 
co'Dies  are  availahle  if  needed.     Just  as  soon  as  possible  we  will  send 
you  a  su-oplementary  memorandum  on  compliance  "by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture with  this  regulation. 

In  his  letter  of  September  9  transmitting  Regulation  No.  2  to  Govern- 
ment Departments,  Elmer  Davis  says:     "On  July  10,  the  Office  of  War  In- 
formation issued  Regulation  Number  One  stating  generally  the  operating 
functions  of  all  de"oartmonts  and  agencies,  including  this  office,  in  the 
handling  of  government  information  related  to  the  war. 

"Today  I  am  issuing  Regulation  Number  Two  amplifying  Section  6  of  Regula- 
tion Number  One  relating  to  review  and  clearance  of  all  proposed  radio  pro- 
grams . 

"These  procedures  are  established  (l)  because  radio  time  is  limited;  and 
(2)  to  insure  uniformity  of  government  war  policy  to  the  end  that  the  public 
is  not  confused  by  overlapping  and  conflicting  statements  issued  from  scv^ 
eral  sources. " 

Section  6  of  OWI  Regulation  No.  1  referred  to  by  Mr.  Davis  is  as  follows: 

"6,     Radio,    because  radio  time  is  limited,  the  Office  of  V/rr  Information 
will  review  and  clear  all  proiooscd  radio  programs  sponsored  by  Federal 
Departments  and  rgoncies  (whether   they  directly  bear  upon  war  information 
or  not),  will  allocate  available  time  for  such  programs,  and  will  servo  as 
the  contrrl  point  of  clearance  and  contpct  for  the  broadcasting  industry 
in  its  rclrtionships  with  Federal  Departments  and  agencies  concerning  such 
government  progrrjns.    Federal  Departments  and  agencies  desiring  to  disseminate 
information  by  radio  will  make  necessary  arrangements  through  the  Chief  of 
the  Radio  Bureau,  Office  of  War  Information;  and  the  Chief  of  Buroru  will  be 
responsible  for  consulting  the  appropriate  tiolicy  officers  and  subject- 
matter  authorities  in  arranging  final  clearance  of  such  programs,"

0\'ri  will  promptly  inform  the 
sponsoring  G-cverrment  Agency  of  the  disposition  made  of  the  proposal. 

3j    ?ro2:rdms  appx'oved  for  transcriptions  will  "be  given  o.  war  information 
priority  rating  and  the  use  of  such  programs  vdll  he  scheduled  in  accordance 
with  such  ratings. 

kr    .4i"tor  approval  of  the  "basic  plans,  each  script  in  the  series,  v^ether 
live  or  transcribed  shov;sj  will  he  submitted  to  the  Radio  Bureau,  OV.I ,  for 
clearance. 

5>    Requests  for  tine  for  a  single  broadcast  by  a  speaker  may  be  handled 
directly  by  the  seyerrJ.  Ag.rr.cxes  vrl+h  the  nooworks  or  stations.    In  accordance 
with  OVI  regulation  v'TL,  so.c?:.  ope^Jches  •.nil  continue  to  be  cleared  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Publications  and  G-.'aphics  of  the  Ovi/1, 

6.     The  distribution  of  all  radio  scripts  and  transcriptions  will  be 
handled  by  the  Radio  Bureau  of  the  0V.1  unless  other\d.so  approved  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Radio  Bureau  of  OWI,

for  clearance  to  the  Radio  Bureau,  OWI. 

2.  Proposal g  originating  with  field  offices  for  new  regional  or  national 
network  prograjms  or  proposals  for  the  inclusion  of  official  material  in  estal>. 
lished  regional,  or  national  nf^twork  programs,  commercial  or  sustaining,  will  be 
submitted  to  tho  inforroatlon  headq.uarter s  of  the  agency  concerned  for  clearance 
with  tjie  P.adio  bureau,  OWL, 

E,  This  regulation  will  become  effective  on  October  1,  19^2.
